Jackson. Ky., March 5.—[Special.]— 
For the second time in the history of 
the Hargis-Caliahan-Cockrlll feud the 
town of Jackson is practically under 
martial law. As a result the citizens 
of the feud-ridden center are up in 
arms at what they term ‘an affront 
on the part of the high officials of the 
State in sending troops when It is de¬ 
clared there is absolutely no need of 
any military protection to Judge Carnes 
or any of the defendants or witnesses 
In the cases. 

When troops wore sent to Jackson in 
the summer of 1903 it was for the pur¬ 
pose. they say, of protecting witnesses 
whose lives were In danger it; they dar¬ 
ed to take the witness stand and tell 
the truth against those charged with 
the murder of James B. Marcum. Now 
they say all Is changed, and that once 
more law-abiding citizens have secured 
control of the county through an honest 
ballot and that in order to humiliate 
them, soldiers are sent to make the 
people of the town the laughing stock 
of the outside world.

Cause of Troops Being Sent. 

It was because of alleged threats 
made against him In January that

THINK HE IS IN THE CITY. 

San Francisco, March 6 .—Abraham 
Ruef, the local political leader, who 
yesterday secured a writ of error frqm 
Superior Judge Hebtxird, did not ap¬ 
pear to-day before Superior Judge 
Dunne for trial on the indictments for 
alleged extortion returned by the grand 
Jury.

JURORS UNABLE TO 
AGREE ON VERDICT 


St. Petersburg. March 5.—The open¬ 
ing day of the Douma, or lower house 
of the Russian Parliament, although 
in itself devoid of incident, was made 
the occasion for a great revolutionary 
demonstration by the St. Petersburg 
proletariat and the students of the city, 
which resulted in several encounters 
between the police and the populace 
and more or less severe Injury to the 
latter. The situation was such that the 
authorities were forced finally to fill the 
streets with military patrols, as in the 
ominous days of the Trepolt regime. 

After the adjournment of the ses¬ 
sion of the House, a tumultous crowd 
estimated to number close to forty 
thousand persons, with red banners 
flying and accompanied by the music 
of revolutionary chants, started like the 
followers of Father Gapon on January 
22, 1905, toward the central quarter of 
the city, where the winter palace of the 
Emperor Is located. Few elements of 
the prelude of "Red Sunday" were lack¬ 
ing and the command "fire" would 
have precipitated a similar massacre. 
But the present prefect of St. Peters¬ 
burg. Gen. Drachleffski. followed an¬ 
other course and dispersed the proces¬ 
sion by charges of mounted gendarmes, 
armed with whips. By an imposing 
display of force he prevented the dem¬ 
onstrators from reforming.

Chicago, March 5.—A Coroner's Jury 
was unable to-day to determine wheth¬ 
er Webster Guerin, the artist who was 
found dead In his studio last week, 
came to his death by a shot fired by 
himself or by Mrs. Michael McDonald, 
who was in the studio at the time or 
the shooting and is now under arrest 
charged with killing Guerin. The Jury 
was out for over eight hours. The 
case will now go to the grand Jury 
and the Criminal Court. 

Guerin’s friends assert that he and 
Mrs. McDonald had been lovers for 
many years and that the woman, fear¬ 
ing that she was-losing her hold on 
Guerin, shot him. She was the only 
person in the studio with Guerin when 
he was killed. Occupants of the build¬ 
ing heard the two quarreling for some 
time before the shooting. 

ENGINEER STEVENS ■ 
TRYING FOR RECORD 


During the long hours of the morning 
and afternoon the police guarding the 
Tauride Palace acted with great for¬ 
bearance. giving the spectators a free 
vent in singing and cheering and in¬ 
terfering only to prevent the people 
from forcing their way Into the palace. 

When the deputies emerged after the 
adjournment of the session, the temper 
of the crowd was fired by speeches 
from social revolutionary members, a 
dozen of whom mounted upon the 
shoulders of their followers and har¬ 
angued those present upon the necessi¬ 
ty of reorganizing to support Parlia¬ 
ment against the Government. The 
Social revolutionary motto, "Through 
fight, our right," was adopted as a gen¬ 
eral slogan and simultaneously, red 
handkerchiefs began to flutter above 
the heads of the crowd and then crim¬ 
son banners appeared like magic. The 
crowd, singing the "Marseillaise" and 
battle songs of the Russian revolution, 
then moved slowly down the broad 
Fourchtadtzkain avenue, stopping at 
Intervals to ilbten to speeches and to 
sing.

In front of the house of the chief of the 
secret police, where a small force of 
gendarmes made on attempt to dis¬ 
perse It, but qpon fell back in face of 
the resolute bearing of the manifest- 
ants, who followed them with cries of 
"Hangmen! Bloodhounds!"

Pottsville, Pa., March 5.—By the ex¬ 
plosion of 1,000 pounds of dynamite 
in the storehouse of the Richards col¬ 
liery of the Susquehanna Coal Com¬ 
pany near Mount Carmel to-day, two 
score of persons were injured, four of 
whom may die.

Evansville, Ind.. March 5.—Capt. Arch 
Hollerbach. a well-known river con¬ 
tractor. left to-day for New York to 
join Maj.

It Is ail that Capt. Hol¬ 
lerbach has been offered the concrete 
contract on the canal l»y Maj.

In the meanwhile the authorities hsd 
hastily concentrated a strong force of 
gendarmes, which charged the head of 
the procession when It reached the 
Litoiny Prospect, one of the main busi¬ 
ness avenues of the city. The gend¬ 
armes plied their whips vigorously 
and in one case used the fiats of their 
sabers. The crowd attempted to re¬ 
assemble in front of the detention pris¬ 
on. where hundreds of political prison¬ 
ers are confined, and again tn front of 
the general court building, where the 
political trials are held, but in each 
Instance It was dispersed. 

The gendarmes by this time had been 
re-enforced by detachments of the 
Chevalier Guards, who galloped hither 
and thither clearing the roadway, amid 
curses of derision from the sidewalks. 
Finally a large force of Cossacks, arm¬ 
ed with latices. arrived In sight. The 
spiteful red-pennoned weapons, whli h 
never before had been brought in street 
demonstrations, t$uk all the heart out 
of the crowd. 

Another monster demonstration wns 
held nt the university to celebrate the 
"victory of Revolutionary Democracy." 
The way along the Neva and the streets 
In the neighborhood of the university 
were densely packed, but there was 
no Interference by troops or police who 
arrived tn strong force only after the 
demonstration had come to an end. 

• • • 

Stolypin Fears Assassin. 

It was learned to-night that Premier 
Stolypin, in order to diminish his 
chances of possible assassination, w ; ould 
spend the night in the Tauride Palace, 
and it is understood that he has taken 
a suite of rooms in a wing of the palace 
which he will occupy ns long as the 
Douma is in session. 

There Is great nervous tension 
throughout the city. Count Witte is 
very pessimistic and fears the worst 
is yet to come. He thinks the masses 
have shifted considerably to the op¬ 
position during the last year, but 
doubts whether this will be permanent. 
His view is that they have learned a 
great deal In practical politics, and that 
anything like the universal strike of 
October, 1905. is now Impossible. 

It Is observed that many notable 
men are refusing to take part In the 
Government work on the ground that 
no Government official is safe to-day in 
Russia.

Opening of Douma. 


Pittsburg. Pa.. March 5 —This city 
was suddenly enveloped In a snowstorm 
that resembled a bl lizard just before 
dark to-night, and for an hour all 
street-ear service was crippled, many 
lines being tied up because of the in¬ 
ability of the motormen to see beyond 
a few' feet ahead of them. During the 
fury of the storm thunder and lightning 
were frequent, telegraph and telephone 
lines wore seriously affected, shutters 
and chimneys blown down and pedes¬ 
trians were obliged to seek shelter from 
a 52-mile northwestern wind. Within 
a half hour the mercury dropped fifteen 
degrees. 

One death as a result of the storm 
was recorded to-night. Miss Sarah 
Stewart, thirty years old, was return¬ 
ing home In Allegheny and left a trol 
ley car to walk the few blocks to her 
home. The gale overcame her and she 
struggled to a porch of the first house 
she came to She was taken in and 
immediately dropped dead. The Goroner 
reported it as a case of heart failure 
due to exhaustion.

COMPANY FAILED 

TO FILE CHARTER 


UNEXPECTED FEATURE DEVEL¬ 
OPS IN CONDEMNATION PRO¬ 
CEEDING AT FRANKFORT. 


Frankfort, Ky„ March 5.—[Special.] 
—Upon a hearing in a condemnation 
proceeding by the Kentucky Central 
Traction Company, In the Franklin 
County Court to-day. It ivas developed 
that that company had failed in taking 
steps to perfect Its organization to file 
a copy of Its articles of incorporation 
in the department of the State Rail¬ 
road Commission, as the law requires, 
and it dismissed the proceeding which 
its attorneys had instituted. 

Just what effect the failure will have 
cn slops the company has taken in a 
business way and in the courts since 
its organization, early in 1905, remains 
to be determined. The company has 
since its organization been recognized 
by the Railroad Commission, Its re¬ 
ports accepted and assessment made 
by that body, and it may be contended 
that a copy of the articles was filed and 
In some manner mislaid. Secretary 
Glenn, of the Saute Railroad Commis¬ 
sion. seys that the articles were never 
filed with him by attorneys for the 
company, and that such is the showing 
of the records of the State Department. 

The hearing in which the Information 
wan developed was In a 933 $ where th© 
Kentucky Central Tracition Company 
sought to run its road through a farm 
on tshe Versailles pike belonging to 
M'aivery South and others. The County 
Court by jury had fixed the damage 
to the land at $1,039.80. The heirs, 
among whom Is the Hen. Jere South, 
of Arkansas, who appeared In court for 
his mother, objected to the settlement 
as made by the Jury, and In asking that 
it be set aside, made the point that the 
company had not complied with all the 
requirements of the law as to Incor¬ 
porating in the office of the County Clerk 
of the county, the office of the Secre¬ 
tary of State and the State Railroad 
Commls^otu

on that side of the hearing. The Trac¬ 
tion company was represented in court 
by Judge Jere Morton, of Lexington, 
and Attorney W. O. Davis, of Ver¬ 
sailles.

To-day’s session was mad© notable by 
a clash between District Attorney Je 
rome and Justice Fitzgerald, at the ell 
max of which the prosecuting officer 
refused point blank to cite to the court 
the authorities upon which he was 
predicating an argument. Mr. Jerome 
was requested by th© presiding judge to 
submit to him whatever authorities he 
had upon the subject. 

'I have such a high lespect for the 
courts of this jurisdiction." retorted Mr 
Jerome, "that I will not submit author! 
ties on a question of law which Is so 
elemental In character and upon which 
the authorities nr© so abundant that 
must presume the learned court 
knows of them." 

With flushed face and a sharp rap of 
his gavel, Justice Fitzgerald aald if tile 
District Attorney did not submit the 
authorities the court would assume 
that he did not know of any. Mr. Je¬ 
rome did not submit the* authorities 
and Justice Fitzgerald ruled In favor 
of the defense on the point at issue, 
which briefly stated, was the question 
as to whether the State on cross-ex¬ 
amination should be allowed to go fur¬ 
ther with an expert witness than coun. 
sel for the defense was allowed to go 
upon direct examination.

A Strained Situation. 


District Attorney Jerome was as de 
flant In his tone as he was In the words 
he uttered. Justice Fitzgerald rapped 
several times with his gavel, twisted 
about Impatiently In his chair, and it 
was plainly with much effort that he 
retained his judicial composure.

Lexington, Ky., March 5.—[Special.] 
—R. M. Allen, chief of the pure food 
division of the Kentucky Agricultural 
Station, made the following statement 
to-day relative to the use of saccharin 
In food products In Kentucky: 

*A report In the Courier-Journal last 
Saturday states that R. W. Dunlap, 
Food Commissioner of Ohio, has taken 
a firm stand against the use of sac¬ 
charin in canned fruits. The report 
states that saccharin Is about 500 times 
sw’ceter than qrdlnary sugar and for 
this reason has come Into large use by 
food canners. 

‘An Investigation at the food division 
of the experiment station shows that 
saccharin has been barred from Ken¬ 
tucky foods for more than a year. An 
Inspection In 1904 shoived 26 per cent, 
of the canned com, cheap jellies and 
sweet pickles to contain saccharin. An 
Inspection In 1906 showed only 4 per 
cent, of these products to contain this 
substitute for sugar. The officials be¬ 
lieve that comparatively none of these 
products contain saccharin. The Ken¬ 
tucky pure food authorities have had 
over twenty-five prosecutions for the 
use of saccharin, and among the con¬ 
victions was one In which a fine w’as 
imposed In the Willlamstown Circuit 
Court In April, 1906, of $60 and costs, 
for selling canned com containing 
saccharin, and another heavy fine was 
Imposed in the Fayette Circuit Court 
for selling sweet pickles which con¬ 
tained saccharin.”

ILLINOIS UNIVERSITY 
WANTS PROF. HALLECK 


The newly-organized union of street 
railway employes yesterday was posi¬ 
tively denied recognition by the Louis¬ 
ville Rtreet Hallway Company through 
its president and general manager, 
Thomas J. MInary. who represented the 
board of directors at a conference with 
representatives of the union. Certain 
propositions advanced by the union 
looking to a shorter workday, higher 
wages, additional time for meals and a 
board of arbitration, accordingly wero 
refused consideration, with the result 
that the Conference Committee of the 
union has Issued a call for a meeting 
to bo held to-night at Germania Hall 
for the purpose of taking a strike vote. 
Members of the union said last night 
that the attitude of the street railway 
officials gave them no alternative, and 
that a strike would be declared within 
the next few days unless the company 
receded from Its position. 

The conference between the street 
railway officials and representatives of 
the union was held at 4 o'clock yester¬ 
day afternoon at the general offices of 
the company. Those present were: 
Thomas J. Mlnary, president and gen¬ 
eral manager of the company; Thomas 
J. Funk, the general superintendent; 
William H. McClure, the purchasing 
agent, and a committee of six, headed 
by Ben Commons, of New Orleans, rep¬ 
resenting the union. Mr. Commons 
submitted the following articles of 
agreement, which were read by Mr. 

Mlnary and his associates: 

• • • 

Union’s Proposed Agreement. 

Articles of agreement made and en¬ 
tered into by and between the Louisville 
Hallway Company, its successors or as¬ 
signs, party of the first part, and tho 
Amalgamated Association of 8troet and 
Electric Railway Employes of America, 
Division No. Cl of Louisville, Ky., party 
of the second part, witnesseth: 

Section 1. All business of the party of 
the second part shall. In connection with 
that of tho first party, be transacted with 
the properly accredited officers of the jxlt- 
tles hereto. 

Sec. 2. All employes suspended or dis¬ 
charged from tho service of tho first 
party shall have a right to an appeal to 
tho said second party, which said second 
party shall, without unnecessary delay, 
proceed to try said charges, and in the 
event the said employe be found guilt¬ 
less, he shall b© reinstated bv said first 
party to his former position arid paid all 
wages ho would have earned during the 
said suspension. 

Sec. 3. Wages and working hours shall 
bo as follows: Ten (10) hours shall con¬ 
stitute a day’s work, and tho samo shall 
bo completed within twelve hours con¬ 
secutively, as nearly as practical. Wage© 
for all raotorra«n and conductors shall be 
twenty-two cents per hour for platform 
service. Any motor-man or conductor 
called upon to work more hours than his 
regular run shall be paid for the same 
at the rate herein provided for plus onc- 
haJf thereof.

Sec. 8. All questions arising between the 
parties hereto which may not be amicably 
adjusted by said parties shall be submit¬ 
ted to a temporary Board of Arbitration 
which board shall consist of three disin¬ 
terested persons. And it shall be the duty 
of either party hereto, within five days 
after it Is apparent that such question 
may not be amicably settled by the par¬ 
ties hereto, to request the services of such 
Board of Arbitration, and the parties 
hereto hereby bind themselves to abide 
the decision which the said board may 
render. The said board shall be composed 
of one member each chosen by the first 
and second parties hereto and one mem¬ 
ber selected by the member* so chosen 

The second party agree, in consideration 
of the signing of this agreement, that 
there shall be no sympathetic strike and 
that there shall be no so-called strike of 
any kind pending the decision of any 
matter so submitted to said board. 

Bee. 9. All shed employes of said first 
party shall receive an increase In propor¬ 
tion to that hereby provided for the 
motormen and conductors. 

Sec. 10. This agreement shall be binding 
on the parties hereto and remain In full 
force and effect for the period of two 
years subsequent to the signing of the 
same. 

In witness whereof we have hereunto 
signed our names by the presidents of 
tho parties hereto respectively this the 
- day of March, 1907.

Will Allow No Interference. 

Mr. Mlnary then told the union rep¬ 
resentatives that the matter was one 
that was not worth delay and at the 
outset he would be plain and candid 
with relation to his position and that 
of the directors.

Cincinnati and other place* have their 
blue-ribboned agents at the depots to 
Assist us far ns possible In keeping un¬ 
sophisticated and Innocent girls from get¬ 
ting Into trouble through ignorance of lo¬ 
calities and evils in ail large oentera of 
population. 

Tho bu*lne«* of the depot matrons I* 
not to dispense aims, but to advl*e and 
assist, the women on the committee real¬ 
izing that there is a point beyond the 
railroad and depot employes' car© where 
girls are liable to get into trouble. 

In nearly oil cities the work I* support¬ 
ed by a large number of annual sub¬ 
scribers paying one dollar or two dollars 
each. In Louisville a few individuals sub¬ 
scribe. but it la principally maintained 
by the various women s organizations, 
church, philanthropic, literary and patri¬ 
otic, sending sums monthly or annually. 
Representatives of these societies form 
the Travelers’ Aid Committee. 

The fund* are still low and more mon¬ 
ey Li needed to pnv the matron's salary. 
There arc no solicitors or collectors, the

MEMBERS INDIGNANT. 

Chicago Board of Trade Did Not In¬ 
spire Bucket Shop Bill. 

Chicago, March 5.—Members of the 
Chicago Board of Trade are Indignant 
at statements published that tho Board 
of Trade was Instrumental In introduc¬ 
ing and Is interested in securing the 
passage of the “bucket-shop" bill, 
pending In the Legislature at Indiana¬ 
polis. “While the Chicago Board of 
Trade," said President H. N. Sager to¬ 
day, “generally agrees that bucket 
shops are fraudulent in their character, 
and most pernicious and Injurious In 
their effects and agree that legislation 
fcs necessary to correct this evil, the 
Chicago Board of Trade Is In no way 
responsible for the introduction of the 
pending bill in Indiana, and Is not 
directly or Indirectly endeavoring to 
procure its passage. 

"The bill seems to be the outgrowth 
of a geenral demand on the part of the 
citizens of Indiana that the Legisla¬ 
ture protect them from the corrupting 
Influence of the bucket shops in the 
State and the framers of the bill seem 
to have very carefully defined a bu ket 
shop ln accordance with the most ac¬ 
curate legal definition of a bucket shop 
know*n. The definition seems to have 
been taken from the amendment of 
March 2, 1901 to the war revenue act 
of June. 1898. w'hich imposed a tax on 
bucket shops ana described them. This 
definition has been Incorporated ln 
most of the bucket shop acts since 
passed by States, and it seems to be the 
purpose of the Indiana Legislature to 
follow* this description of what really 
constitutes a “b ucket sho p."

UKE MAHAFFEY’S SUGGESTION. 


Jeffersonville People Want City 
Tax Duplicates Published. 

Tho movement started by Alvah E. 
Maliaffey, a member of the Jeffersonvlll* 
City Council from tho Fifth Ward, at tho 
Council meeting Monday night to publish 
tho tax duplicate to show who pays and 
who does not and what they pay, is tak¬ 
ing like wildfire with those who believe 
in everybody paying his just amount of 
taxes. Jeffersonville needs money and at 
tills time it needs it about as bad as ever 
in the history of the corporation. There* 
aro many tilings that could bo done and 
would bo done if there was money :n the 
treasury, but It is about all the city can 
do to pay salaries. As an example that 
the salary account is a good one the nine 
tnembors of the City Council receive $1M) 
per year for'attending twelvo regular 
meetings. The session of fifteen minutes 
Monday night cost $112.50, or at the rate 
of eighty cents a minute. 

A look over the tax duplicate of Jeffer¬ 
sonville shows there are 1.547 persons who 
pay taxes on real estate and 3,060 who 
own personals only, making a total of 
4.907. Last year the number of tax receipts 
issued was only 1,843, showing that 3.064 
persons did not contribute a cent toward 
paying the expenses of the city. There are 
1,875 noils and the books show that less 
than 300 receipts on that account were is¬ 
sued. Another feature is that LW0 resi¬ 
dents of the town, who are to oil appear¬ 
ances In good circumstances and who 
have plenty of money to spend for other 
things, aro assessed for less than $ 100 .

Victims Named In New Li¬ 
cense-raising Ordinance. 


PROVIDES ANNUAL FEE OF *1,- 
OOO INSTEAD OF $500. 


DR. BARNES’ MEASURE OETS 
THROUGH LOWER BOARD. 


ENGINEERS PROVIDED FOR. 


If an ordinairce Introduced In tho 
lower board At the meeting of the 
General Council Inst nigilVt passes, Lou- 
1 f ville pawnbrokers will have to pay in 
the future an annual license fee of 
11 , 000 , Instead o-f $300. before they can 
dt> business. The ordinance was re¬ 
ferred to tho Finance Committee. 

After a spirited oontest the ordi¬ 
nance. which passed the upper board 
eix months ago, requiring the Board 
of Public Works to notify property- 
owners of proposed street improve¬ 
ments ten duys before Introducing In 
the General Council tin ordinance pro¬ 
viding for such Improvements, passed 
tihe lower board last night. I>r. W. W. 
Barnes is the father of tihe ordinance, 
end he explained last night that it will 
enable proper ry-owners to protesr. If 
they desire to do so. against proposed 
street improvements at their cost. 

The second appropriation ordinance 
which passed the lower board at a pre¬ 
vious meeting was reported favorably 
ir. the upper board and passed unani¬ 
mously. 

Both boards adopted a resolution au¬ 
thorising the expenditure of a sum not 
to exceed $2,750 for extra street illum- 
IrvaiUon during Che Greater Louisville 
Exposition. 

An ordinance fixing salaries under 
th* Board of Public Works, to take the 
place of an ordinance passed six weeks 
• go, was Introduced by Herman Chris¬ 
ten in the lower board and passed. 
Mr. Christen explained that the present 
ordinance does not provide an Increase 
In the salaries of the day and night 
firemen at the City Hall, when it was 
originally Intended to Increase the day 
fireman from $40 to $60 a month and 


property owners ten days before they 
introduce an ordinance for the recon¬ 
struction of sidewalks In front of their 
property. 

Councilman Shepard moved to re¬ 
commit the ordinance. He said it would 
result In nothing but trouble for the 
Board of Public Works. CouAcllmah 
Christen said the committee thought It 
was a good ordinance and It should 
not be recommitted, but either passed 
or killed. He said It had been In the 
committee’s hands for several months. 

Councilman Kerr approved the ordi¬ 
nance. He said the property owner* 
had the right to be heard and they 
should be given notice in advance of 
new sidewalks being built In front of 
their property. Councilman Bevtlle was 
of the same opinion. Councilman Ben¬ 
nett said the ordinance should be kill¬ 
ed. The report of the committee waa 
concurred In by the following vote: 
Yeas—Greer, Bevlile, Blerack, Christen. 

Coder. Cohn, Fisher. Hill. Kerr, Yager; 
nays—Baron. Bennett, Shepard, Stef- 
fey, Stout, Unz. 

The board adjourned at 9:20 o’clack. 

RELIEF WORKERS. 

Their Good Work During Flood Point¬ 
ed Out By Owen Tyler. 

Dr. R. B. Gilbert. Charles E. Hager. 
Samuel A. Lederman and W. J 
O'Hearn were absent from the meeting 
of the upper board last night. It waa 
colled to order at 8:30 o'clock by Presi¬ 
dent Owen Tyler. On motion, the fend¬ 
ing .of the minutes of the previous meet¬ 
ing was dispensed with. 

A resolution from tho lower board 
providing for the appointment of a 
Joint committee to arrange for redis- 
trictlng the city was adopted, and 
President Tyler named as members of 
the com mil tee from the upper board J. 
William Miller and W. J. O’Hearn. 

Humphrey Kneoht reported favorably 
the resolution from the lower board 
empowering the Mayor to purchase for 
$1,850 a piece of property on the west 
side of Preston street, between Ormsby 
avenue and Woodbine street, to be 
used for fire department purposes. The 
resolution was adopted. 

An adjourning resolution, sent up 
from the lower board, and fixing March 
19 as the time for the next meeting, 
was adopted. 

A salary ordinance under the Board 
of Public Works, sent up from the lower 
board, was reported in the upper board 
and referred to the Finance Commit¬ 
tee. 

George J. Butler reported favorably 
the resolution adopted by the lower 
board giving Mayor Barth the right 
to purchase for $1,570 property at Eight¬ 
eenth street and Garland avenue to be 
used for police purposes, and it was 
adopted by the upper board.

PROVIDES FOR FIREMEN. 


Revised Salaries Ordinance Passed 
By Lower Board. 

The lower board waa called to order 
at 8:10 o’clock by President Greer with 
only thirteen members present. Three 
other members came In later, but not 
in time to save the members the dis¬ 
pleasure due to having to hear the min¬ 
utes of the previous meeting read. The 
nbf^ntees were CouncJlmen Blit*, Crush, 
Miller, Pal more, Reichert, Sch welters. 
Dr. Yager came In a short while before 
adjournment. 

The ordinance from Board of Public 
Works granting the Kentucky and 
Indiana Bridge Company the right to | 
lay tracks across an alley north of 
Woodland avenue, near the Kentucky 
Hardwood Flooring Company's plant, 
was referred to the Railroad Commit¬ 
tee. 

Councilman Stout offered an ordi¬ 
nance fixing the license of pawnbrokers 
in the city at $ 1,000 a year, instead 
of 8500, which is now the fee. The 
ordinance provides that the license 
shall be paid the Sinking Fund Com¬ 
mission on or before February 1 of 
each year. The ordinance was refer¬ 
red to the Finance Committee. 


Raises Firemen's Salaries. 

Councilman Christen introduced on 
ordinance providing for salaries of *m- 


advertlse for bids for extra street I! 
lumiuatlon during the Greater Louisville 
Exposition, not to exceed in cost $2,- 
750, was adopted by the upper board. 

A communication from Owen Tyler, 
who. during the absence from the city 
of Mayor Paul C. Barth, acted as 
Mayor Ln his stead, accompanied by a 
resolution, was read. The communica¬ 
tion had to do with the recent flood 
situation, and Mr. Tyler paid a high 
tribute to all those who assisted him so 
ably in caring for those victims of the 
high water unable to care for them¬ 
selves. He gave a review of the work 
that was accomplished by the city in 
the interest of flood victims, and called 
attention to the fact that the General 
Council had authorized the appropria¬ 
tion of $5,000 to be expended In giving 
relief to flood sufferers. He dwelt upon 
the good work accomplished by the 
members of the fire and police depart¬ 
ments during the time of stress, and 
referred In especial terms of com¬ 
mendation to those who had charge of 
the three relief stations from which 
supplies w*ere distributed. He conclud¬ 
ed the communication with the state¬ 
ment that only $3,062.05 of the $5,000 
appropriation was expended, leaving a 
balance of $1,937.95. 

The resolution which accompanied 
the communication provided for the re¬ 
turn of this balance to the fund from 
which It was appropriated and was 
adopted.

Pittsburg, Pa.. March 5.—( 8 peclal.]-The 
Secretary of War has approved and 
thereby established the new harbor lines 
on both sides of the back channel of the 
Ohio river at Brunot Island. Manufac¬ 
turing Aims have recently been expand¬ 
ing their plants on the island, and river 
men complained of encroachments The 
new harbor lines are from 100 to 200 feet 
further Inland on the Island side of the 
channel and from 100 to 125 feet on the 
main land sld<*. including harbor lines for 
Chartiers creek, which empties into the 
Ohio river at that place. Coal operators 
expect that the back channel of Brunot 
Island will be a great harborage place In 
the future and fight any encroachments 
The public hearings on these lines were 
held ln September, 1904. Tho harbor Is 
well cleaned out of its coal stock There 
waa Just about enough coal loaded for 
the towboats that were home, The Ed 
W Roberts was the only tow to get 
away to-day, with fifteen barges and 
three light coal boats. The H. M. Hoxie, 
which has been rebuilt since the fatal 
accident of a year ago, was towed from 
the Elizabeth docks to the harbor to¬ 
day. There was 7.4 feet at Davis Island 
dam and falling to-night and C feet at 
No. 2 Ohio river.

As matters stand now tho various teams 
in the American Association and Eastern 
League, and. In fact, all the big minor 
leagues, are obliged to remain Idle and 
wait for the major league clubs to choose 
their own time for announcing what play¬ 
ers will be released to the minors and 
what ones they will carry. In this way 
they do a great injustice to the minor 
league clubs, for the latter cannot an¬ 
nounce the make-up of their teams to the 
baseball fans of their respective oJtles un¬ 
til the big fellow’s get good and ready. It 
is an Injustice to them In more than one 
way, for they have very little time to 
get the men together for training and 
get anything like team work Into the 
men. The baseball fans of the Class A 
cities have Just as much right to know 
what players they w-lll have as Detroit, 
Cleveland. Washington and such cities In 
the major leagues. 

Take most of ths major league clubs 
and It wHI be found that each la carrying 
anywhere from tw’onty-two to forty play¬ 
ers on their lists, which means (hat In¬ 
stead of having one team of players most 
of them have from two to four complete 
teams. These clubs carry probably from 
twenty to twenty-two men until May 1 
and even later. By that time the big 
minor league clubs have finished their 
spring training and have started thetr reg¬ 
ular championship season and it Is too 
late to get the mosrt desirable men for 
their teams—that Is. to weld together a 
strong combination for the season** work 

A team that could start at Its best 
strength and have six weeks before the 
others got their strength could gain a 
load that would be hard to overcome. 
Therefore the big league magnates should 
be compelled to find some way of letting 
the undesirable players out early enough 
In the spring to permit Lhe big minor 
league clubs to get them and prepare 
for the championship season the same as 
the majors do. 

Under the present rules the big minor 
league clubs might as well be without 
protection, for they gain little by It. They 
lose players In the fall by draft or pur¬ 
chase nnd In most cases if they try to 
buy ( the drafted players back again they 
are obliged to pay from $3(0 to 8&00 more 
for them than they received. Severn! 
cases of that kind have been reported this 
spring, the Columbus club having been 
obliged to pay big money for players 
taken from the association by draft. 

One of the magnates proposes to have 
tike Mg leagues prohibit the drafting of 
players from the Class A leagues, making 
It necessary for them to secure players 
only by purchase, but bavlfig the price 
fixed at say $2,000. That would be a rea¬ 
sonable sum for a star player, but It 
should b* arranged In that event to make 
it compulsory foV* the club buying the 
player to turn one back In exchange 
part of the bargain. In this manner It 
would keep the minor league clubs sup¬ 
plied and make It unnecessary for them 
to go out and buy a greatly Inferior 
player to take the place of the one sold. 

Such an arrangement would be fair to 
both sides, and It would provent a lot of 
speculative drafting. 

One of the officials of die American As 
social Ion Is authority for the statement 
that if the major |<*ngoe* do not change 
the rule regarding the holding of players 
so into in Lhe spring *o ss to rub the big 
minors of a chance to get their men In 
time he will favor a proposition to have 
the Class A leagues break sway from the 
national agreement entirely and go It 
alone.

COFFEE OF THE NATIONS. 

[New York Sun.] 

A social worker who has mingled with 
people of many nationalities while pursu¬ 
ing her profession in New York has gath¬ 
ered & collection of different methods of 
making coffee. 

"The oddest of all these recipes was 
given me by an old Irish woman whom I 
found at breakfast during an early morn¬ 
ing visit," she says. 

" 'Have a cup of coffee, at least, miss.' 
she begged when I refused to partake of 
the entire meal. 'I get a most elegant 
flavor to all my coffee, and I’ll tell you 
how It’s done. Just after It comes to 
the boll I drop in a piece of salt cod- 
flsh, and let it stand for two or three 
minutes. Sure It changes the flavor en¬ 
tirely. Did you ever taste any like It, 
now. miss?’ 

"I never had. and I hope I never shall 
again. 

"Notwithstanding the American idea 
that to preserve th© aroma coffee should 
be made In a tightly covered pot, almost 
all foreigners make it In an open sauce 
pan. Curiously enough, the best American 
cup of coffee 1 have tasted was also made 
In this way. 

"I enjoyed it at breakfast in the sub 
urban home of a New York Judge. The 
making of the coffee In this household 
almost amounted In solemnity to the dig¬ 
nity of a religious ceremony. The mis¬ 
tress of the establishment herself at¬ 
tended to it. 

"One-quarter of a pound of coffee, 
freshly ground, was delivered by the gro¬ 
cer every morning. This was placed in a 
three-quart saucepan, which was then 
filled with cold wuter and placed on the 
fire. 

"As the water heated the lady stood 
before It with a long spoon and gently 
touched the grounds on the surface, 
pressing them slowly under, little by 
little. By the time the water had 
reached boiling point all the grounds had 
disappeared, nnd upon Its bubbling up 
once it was removed nnd allowed to set¬ 
tle for five full minutes. It took a whole 
half hour in the making, but when It 
was served the trouble was found well 
worth while. 

"An Austrian family served me coffee 
equally good in Its way. though different 
In flavor, and told me that their method 
of making It was the one prevalent in 
Vienna tor the famous 4 o’clock coffee. 

"The« brought a saucepan of water to 
the bofllng point, and when it was bub¬ 
bling smartly stirred the coffee Into It. 
one large taldespoonful to a cup being al¬ 
lowed. After stirring In they set the 
saucepan aside until it had settled well. 

"After this they added to It what they 
called Vienna coffee—a kind of burnt mo¬ 
lasses. which can be bought In German 
quarters of the city, allowing a half tea¬ 
spoonful of It to ever> r <mp, and again 
brought the coffee to a boll. When this 
In turn had settled it was ready to serve. 

"A peculiar part of their coffee making 
to me was that they made It a.U In the 
morning, using what they needed for 
breakfast, and then draining the rest off 
the grounds and keeping It in a pitcher to 
be heated up again at 4 o'clock. Cer¬ 
tainly this woa a piece of wise economy, 
both In lire and labor. 

"A Syrian made me a cup of coffee in 
a way entirely different from either of 
these. His coffee grain pulverised ho 
fine that it resembled powder. He pre¬ 
pared it in a little brass pot capable of 
holding only two ctpfuls of wnt.*r. 

"First he poured a teacupful of coffee 
into the pot. and over It a single cup of 
boiling water and allowed It to settle, 
after adding a small portion of rose wa¬ 
ter. He served It black, in cups about 
twice the slxe of a thimble. # 

"It was very strong nnd very delicious, 
and delicately aromatic of the rose wa¬ 
ter. There was a thick settlement of 
grounds In the bottom of the tiny cups 
after one had sipped the beverage from 
on top. To have equul parts of grain and 
water was the Syrian’s chief care, he 
told me. In producing perfection In a cup 
c»f coffee.”

I^ast season she made her record of 2:12 
under the handicap of a trainer whose 
health wus such as to make it impossible 
for him to give her any aid in her assault© 
on Father lime. She ho© been a steadily 
Improving trotter ©Inc© she wu© brought 
over from the Pacific coast. From a horiiu 
knowing absolutely nothing of the racing 
gam©, ©he has learned to use her great 
flight of speed In an almost faultless man¬ 
ner.

With the advent of spring, but a little 
over two weeks away, Louisville real es¬ 
tate dealers are looking forward to th** 
most active season known In the history 
of tho city.

The will of Oscar M. Watson, under the 
provisions of which he had bequeathed 
an estate worth about $25,000 to his ille¬ 
gitimate son and Callle Hammond, the 
child’s mother, and which was contested 
by the testator’s brothers and sisters, 
yesterday !n Judge Gordon’s court was, 
sustained as the result pf a verdict 
reached after che jury' had deliberated 
fifteen minutes. 

A curious condition of life was uncov¬ 
ered last July when the will was pre¬ 
sented In the County Court for probate, 
and yesterday’s trial added further un¬ 
usual disclosures in this direction. Until 
about ten years ago when he moved to 
Niagara Falls, where Callle Hammond 
now conducts a hotel, Watson was well 
known In Louisville as a real-estate deal¬ 
er. Prior to going into that business he 
had conducted a grocery and saloon at 
Sixteenth and Madison streets. On De¬ 
cember 22, 18S5, he made a contract with 
C’allle Hammond which provided that he 
should pay her $10 a month as his house¬ 
keeper and that she should receive $200 
for each child sho bore him. A duplicate 
of this contract was filed with the will. 
Mrs. Hammond was a widow at that 
time and twanty-five years of age. The 
Watson family came here from Zanes¬ 
ville. O.. In the early ‘70s. where Mrs. 
Hammond had also lived and where she 
met Oscar M. Watson. 

Under the terms of the will the con¬ 
testants. George and Joseph M. Watson 
and Satina Ft. Vaughn and Frances A. 
Ronalds, brothers and sisters of the tes¬ 
tator, were cut oft with $5 apiece. Calllo 
Hammond was given the testator's 
household effects and the choice of one 
of his houses tn which to make her 
home for life, wlille all the rest of the 
estate, together with the house given 
Cubic Hammond for llfo, goes to the 
child. 

Cnllie Harpmond and the boy, who is 
an unusually bright-looking child eight 
years of ago. appeared in court and sat 
with their counsel, J. C. Burnett and 
Wallace Coulter, throughout the trial. 
Mrs. Hammond testified at length In the 
case. For years sho had been known us 
Mrs. Watson, though she always signed 
her name us Mrs. Hammond when there 
wore any real-estate matters or banking 
business to be transacted.
